SYMPTOMS OF 
| POLIOMYELITIS

characteristic. There is prostra- 
tiohny which is out of proportion to 
the temperature, the latter heing, 
asia rule, under 102 fahrenheit. 
The face is flushed, expression is 


‘} @nxious, and there is frequent pallor 


around the nose and mouth. The 
throatis mildly infected, but not 
enough in itself to ‘account for the 
child’s condition, 

The. pulse is usually rapid, out of 
ptoportion to the temperature. There 
is frequently a rather coarse trem- 
or; when the child moves. This is 
not as marked as that usually seen 
in .meningitis.. Even more constant 
and mors characteristic than the 
stiffness of the neck ‘s_a stiffness 
of the spine, which is best brought 
out by. having a patient sit up in 
bed, and try to bend the head onto 
the knee. It will be seen that the 
only movement ie from the hips with 
the spine held ‘rigid;

A POLAR TRAGEDY 


Thirty long years of guessing as 
to the fate of Salomon. August An- 
dreeé. end with the finding of his re- 
mains..on an Arctic island. When 
he vanished into the blue from Danes 
Island, Spitzbergen, Andree, a clever 
student of aeronautics, was convinc- 
ed he could take his balloon across 
the Pole. He hoped by means of 
sails and trailing ropes to be able to 
direct his unwieldy conveyance, How 
fatse were his hopes;.the recgnt dis- 
covery shows, Instead of drifting 
novhtward and westward as his task 
necessitated Andree appears to have 
drifted eastward. 

Thus is cleared up 6ne of the trag- 
edies of Arctic exploration which has 
vitalized the imagination and inter- 
est of the civilized world for many 
years, There is yet room for con- 
siderable speculation. Much of this 
may be exhausted by the explorer's 
diary, if its readable after so many 
years of exposure, That he landed 
from his. balloon appears certain. 
That he should not have been discov- 
ered before is not .sunprising con- 
sidering. that most of the evidences 
of his ill-fated expedition were found 
West of his starting point. That is 
the direction search parties usually 
took in following. up the clues which 
were plain. The North Asiastic 
Coast and Greenland were searched 
without: result, Theories that he 
landed in what are now Canada’s 
possessions in the Arctic had been 
promulgated extensively and the be- 
lief was held that with the more ex- 
tensive exploratory work carried on 
by the Mounted Police and Govern- 
ment. parties definite evidences of 
Andree weuld be found. His daring 
attempt thrilled the world of his time 
and since. His story, if it can be 
told, will be read with keen interest.

The moth of 
the cutworm flies across the fields 
and lays its eggs, starting in the 
first few days of Awgust, reaching 
its maximum flight about the 20th, 
and continuing to fly and Yay eggs 
until about the middle of September. 
This moth will: avoid al! land that 
has had even a very slight crust 
formed upon it by rainfall, but will 
lay its eggs upon any soil where 
this crust has been broken, however 
slightly. To avoid cutworm dam- 
age on a field, therefore, it is nce- 
essary that on  summerfatlowed 
fields, all work should stop by the 
first of August or a very few days 
afterwards, Then a slight. rain wil 
form a crust ot the fields, which 
will render them imiaz-¢ the follow- 
ing year from cutworm damage. »t 
is-important that no-horses or stock 
or implements or wagons shall be 
allowed to cross any summerfallow 
prepared in this fashion, because 
wherever the crust is broken by ani- 
mals or implements, there the moth 
will lay its eggs, and considerable 
vdamage will be experienced, the fol- 
lowing year. On fields in c1op, 
where harvésting operation are con- 
ducted before about September 1st, 
then damage the following year is 
almost certain to be experienced un- 
*ex3 these fields are summerfallowed.

The practice of the empire in disting- 
uishing very clearly between colon- 
ial and imperial conferences, where 
the confrerees sit in on equal terms 
with the mother country quite estap- 
lishes that.

It is curious that there still linger 
among Canadians a few who seem 
to cling to the word ‘‘colonial” as 
properly descriptive -of themselves. 
Of course people may call themselves 
what they like, or consent to be call- 
ed whatever they will submit to, and 
if one feels ‘‘colonial” or enjoys be- 
ing so designated, it is after all only 
the taste which may be questioned; 
the right remains. But if there is 
one thing on which all parties in Can- 
adian politics are in absolute agree- 
ment, it is the fact of the emergence 
ef Canada from colonial status. 
There is still room for plenty of ar- 
gument about her exact position as a 
nation, but ‘‘colonial” is an antique 
to be laid on the museum shelf of 
Canadian history with an appropriate 
descriptive label.

The bandit, who had created a 


‘| reign. of terror. on the train, threat- 


ening death to the crew, but taking 
particular care not to disturb pas- 
sengers, shot and killed the immi- 
gration officer without warning. It 
is believed Frenette, because of the 
officer’s uniform, mistook them for 
police authorities. Both died in- 
stantly. 

The officers killed were Inspector 
Lawrence N. Jones, of Warroad, 
Minn., and Lawrence Bates, of Rain- 
ier, Mjnn. 

Frenette, taken to hospital at Emo, 
Ont., was said by police to have con- 
fessed the slaying of the i gra- 
tion officers. He had escaped from 
police officers in Fort Francis Sat- 
urday night, where he had been ar- 
rested on a minor charge. In his 
confession, the youth expressed sor- 
tow for the slaying of the officers, 
declaring he had ‘‘lost his job and 
girl’’ and was ‘‘desperate,”’ 

Before the bandit escaped from 
the train he robbed members of the 
crew but he did not molest the pas- 
sengers many of whom were unaware 
of his presence. 

Emo is 250 miles east of Winni- 
peg, near Fort Frances, Ont. 

Arrested in Fort Frances early 
Saturday. evening for stealing the 
keys from an automobile, he offered 
resistence and the officers attempt- 
ed to handeuff him, but they had 
,secuned only one wrist when he ov- 
erpowered them and escaped, 

Boarding the train at Fort Frances 
Frenette hid in the vestibule of one 
of the cars. Near Lavelle, a station 
a few miles from Fort Frances, he 
émenged and stopped Conductor Ire- 
land at revolvér point. He ordered 
Ireland to enter a compartment, but 
when the trainman could not open 
the door, the bandit fired a shot 
through it, to demonstrate he ‘meant 
business’ according to the conductor. 

Conductor Ireland was then fore- 
cd to march through the train, with 
the gun at all times trained upon 
him, and warned that if he spoke he 
would be immediately killed. 

‘I’m deperate; I’ve already kill- 
ed two men and will kill you quick 
if you utter a sound,” was the warn- 
ing whispered to Ireland. ‘‘Youll 
be next,” he added. 

Reaching the smoking car, the gun 
man forced Ireland into a _ seat, 
where he could command a full view 
of the pasengers and the immigra- 
tion officers, He took particular 
care not to awaken passengers, but 
as the inspectors awoke from their 
nap, as the train neared Emo, Fren- 
ette jumped into action, firing two 
shots in quick succession, both offi- 
cers slumping back in the seat, dead. 

It was near 2 a.m., when Fren- 
ette escaped from the train, but when 
Enio was reached police were soon on 
the trail, while a posse of. citizens 
was organized to assist in the search 
for the desperado, Emo is on the 
Rainy River, the border line between 
Ontario and Minnesota, close to War- 
road and Beaudette, in United Stat- 
es territory. 

The bandit wag reported near Bar- 
wick, another village of the district, 
shortly after daylight. He had call- 
ed at a farm home seeking food, but 
when refused had turned away and 
walked down the road to anothe- 
house close by. Here he was more 
desperate, he turned the family out 
and took possession of the house. 

When the police and the posse ar- 
rived, Frenette had taken refuge in 
the basement, defying the officers 
to ‘‘eome and get him’’. For sever- 
al hours the officers tried to entice 
him to leave his refuge, but again 
and again he refused, warning the 
officers that if they approached 
closér he would fire on them. Fin- 
ally and effort was made to ‘‘smoke 
him out,’’? and this proved success- 
ful. j i 

When captured, a handcuff still 
dangled from his wrist, where it had 
been placed by the Fort Frances of- 
ficers, 

Frenette was about 21 years of 
age. He had never had trouble with 
the police in Fort Frances before Sat- 
urday night, and was known to resi- 
dents as ‘‘a quiet boy.’’

FARMERS MEET ON FIELD DAY | most of the oats were completely 


DISCUSS SEED 
arenas. 

Approximately 200 people, from 
widely separated points in Central 
Alberta, attended the annual field 
day held at Lacombe on Wedni 
Despite the fact that harvesting is 
under way all Over the province, 
progressive farmers felt that they 
could not afford to miss the event, 
previous experience having shown 
that much valuable information was 
to be secured at this annual m-2t. 

The date had been fired later t1an 
is usual in order that L. H. New- 
man, Dominion cerealist, might be 
able to attend and aid in the dis- 
cussion ef variety of grain whieh 
were to be inspected. 

Though the inspection was planned. 
to commence at 1:30 o’clock in«the 
afternoon a great many arrived in 
the morning and viewed the live~- 
steck. After lunch, a few of the 
horses, notably the fine Clydesdale 
staHion, ‘(His Majesty,” were 
brought out for inspection and then 
the tour of the experimental plots 
began. 

Superintendent F. H. Reed; G. De- 
Long, assistant superintendent of 
the Lacombe experimental _ station, 
‘and Mr. Newman, discussed each im- 
portant variety of grain as the plots 
on which they were grown were 
reached. Attention was drawn tu 
the superior features of each variety 
and comment made on its suitability 
for general use in the province. All 
of the demonstrators, however, 
stressed the folly of changing var- 
ieties frequently and advised that 
new varieties be grown on small 
areas first until their suitability to 
the particular district was proved. 

The greatest interest of the day 
developed when Mr. Newman discus- 
sed the plots of Garnet wheat and re- 
later the results of the extensive 
milling and baking tests made re- 
eently in’ European countries. He 
explained that Garnet had not been 
favorably received by Canadian mill- 
ers, but stated that in Europe there 
was apparently an opportunity to 
develop a good market for the var- 
iety beeause in these tests it had 
shown itself especially suited for 
blending with softer wheats. He 
did not, however, advise that it be 
grown where such good later var- 
ieties as Marquis were proving sat- 
isfactory. 

The experimental area at the La- 
ecombe station had suffered severely 
from soil-drifting during the spring 
and in consequence much interest de- 
veloped in the ability certain 
grains had shown in withstanding 
this. In general, the wheats all re- 
sisted the drifting action better 
than the coarse grains, though two 
varieties of beardless barley tad 
shown practically no damage when 
the remainder of the barleys and 


destroyed. 

‘A. U. G. Bury, M.L.A., of Ed- 
monton, was introduced by Mr. 
Reed at a suitable opportunity, and 
addressed the gathering for a few 
minutes. He expressed his opinion 
of the high value of the work being 
done by the Experimental Farm 
branch and stated that in his opinion 
no effort or expense should be spar- 
ed to further this work. 

Among others present, who added, 
to the interest and instructive fea- 
tures of the day were Dr. Fairfield 
superintendent of the Experimental 
Station at Lethbridge; E. L. Gray, 
Commissioner of Fields Crops; D>. 
Aamodt, of the Feld Husbandry De- 
partment and Dr, Sanford, plant pa- 
thologist at the University of Alber- 
ta, and Major H. G. L. Strange, 
president of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association. 
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NO DOLES WANTED 


Senator Robertson’s emphatic pro- 
nouncement against paternalism, as 
a principle in dealing with unem- 
ployment, will receive general accord 
we believe in Canada. We do not 
believe that the very great major- 
ity of citizens of the Dominion, even 
among the workless, wish to see the 
evil dole system, by whatever name 
it may be called, instituted in this 
country. Unemployment has become 
a Dominion Government Responsib- 
ility, one voluntarily undertaken 
without reservation by the present 
administration when it was appeal- 
ing for votes. We believe it should 
be a Dominion task in the present 
circumstances and, in all circum- 
stances. Many are of the opinion 
that the division of responsibility on 
this question between the civic, pro- 
vincial and Dominion governments 
should be well defined and accept- 
ed, so that there may be no muddling 
or dissembling or delay in_ relief 
work. 

If there is any agreement at all 
upon this matter in Canada, there 
is on this point; that work must be 
provided for the workless. Work 
that shall be paid for at a_ living 
wage rate. No hand-outs, no doles, 
no contemptible charity installments 
but fair and necessary work which 
shall enable a man to earn enough 
to keep himself and his family away 
from hardship and destitution. 
Thereby will he retain his self e 
spect, his will to labor, and his am- 
bition to make progress. If, in the 
long run the cost is higher on work 
50 provided, then we must accept 
this as part of a temporary condi- 
tion; but as a far less evil than mere- 
ly doling out money for no return 
whatever. 

We want in this Dominion no such 
condition as prevails in England 
where hundreds of millions of pounds

have been paid out of the state 
funds to the unemployed uncon- 
ditionally. If we have to spend mil- 
lions of dollars to keep men in work 


---and we all recognize our duty| 


sufficiently to agree that the re- 
sponsibility: for the unemployed, in 
the last resort, is a personal one— 
let us spend the money on _ those 
useful, permanent works which soon- 
er later will have to be undertaken. 
They are too well known to need 
elaboration in these columns and 
no doubt will be fully listed during 
the present conference at Ottawa. 

Senator Robertson estimates the 
number of workless for work provis- 
ion will have to be made, this winter 
will reach 200,000. Conceding that 
this is a large number, and more 
perhaps than many have expected, 
the problem so presented does not 
begin to reach the proportions of 
those confronting other countries, 
Senator Robertson has realized this, 
His remarks on the question are 
perhaps rather naive, considering the 
emphasis that was laid during the 
last election on the supposed  fail- 
ures of government which were said 
to have brought about the condition, 
He finds that the present unemploy- 
ment ‘‘is not due to any govern- 
ment or lack of governmental activ- 
ity. Unemployment is not a purely 
Canadian problem. It is world- 
wide.’’ Senator Robertson seems to 
be a rather belated convert to what 
was so often impressed upon the 
electorate during the past few 
months. However, we can forget 
all that, if the measures now to he 
taken are productive of the end 
which: is sought. We repeat again 
that we consider an excellent start 
has been made in repudiating abso- 
lutely the principle of giving money 
for nothing and the implied accept- 
ance of responsibility for drafting 
& program of useful works. 

The present conference is anterior 
to the special session of Parliament 
which must be called to authorize 
the works and find the means. Its 
purpose, presumably, is to smooth 
the way, clarify the situation and 
remove most of the obstacles pre- 
cluding speedy legislation. If Parlia- 
ment should meet, having before it 
the authentic figuies of unemploy- 
ed and the proposed plans of work, 
there should be little scope for delay 
in agreeing upon measures to meet 
the situation.
